


Residents’ suggestions sought 


Town hall meeting 


scheduled in Upland

Upland has dusted off a dormant 
idea in the city, but the concept 
traces its roots to the days of 
colonial America. 

The city will hold a town hall 
meeting in January to hear 
residents’ suggestions on budget 
priorities for the fiscal year 1979-80. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
Tuesday he is recommending to 
members of the city council that the 
town hall meeting be held Jan. 24. 

The proposed forum would be a 
week later than announced by 
Councilman Bill Bottin at last 
week’s council meeting. Travers 
noted Upland has a council meeting 
scheduled Jan. 15 and said that 
holding the town hall two nights 
later might hurt attendance. 

Plans are for the town hall to start 
8 p.m. in the auditorium of Upland 
High School. 


Upland’s last town hall was held 
about six years ago. Bottin urged 
the city council to revive the town 
hall shortly after his election in 1976. 

However, other members of the 
council cited poor attendance at 
past forums and apparent lack of 
residents’ interest at the time, and 
the idea was dropped. 

The council expressed renewed 
interest in holding a town hall 
meeting during post-Proposition 13 
budget sessions in June. 

The sessions attracted an 
unusually strong turnout — at least 
75 persons at city hall for each of 
two consecutive nights — for budget 
hearings. 

Travers said he proposes to have 
city administrators make short 
presentations about the operations 
of Upland departments and then 
open the meeting to citizens’ 
comments. 

“The basic purpose is to ascertain 


more accurately what people really 
want,” Travers said, adding that he 
hoped the forum would also make 
residents more aware of limitations 
on funding. 

Travers noted that at the time of 
the town hall Upland’s budget 


picture for 1979-80 will still be‘ 


unclear, because state legislative 
action on Proposition 13 relief is 
expected later. 

What city officials may come 
away with from the town hall is a 
“cut”’ or ‘‘add’’ list from residents’ 
comments on city priorities, the city 
manager said. The comments could 
used in planning the 1979-80 budget 
at administrators’ annual budget 
retreat next spring. 

Augmenting residents’ remarks 
that night will be a survey the city 
plans to conduct this month. 

Travers said plans are to run a 
newspaper ad listing city services 
that residents could rank according 








to priority. The clipped ad would 
then be sent to city hall and all the 
responses would be tallied with use 
of Upland’s mini-computer, he 
added. 


Travers noted residents could also 
pick up sheets similar to the ad at 
city hall and return these papers as 
their lists of city priorities. 


Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
suggested the survey this summer 
aS one way to better gauge what 
residents believe Upland’s funding 
priorities are. 


Travers called the town hall a 
“fantastic device,’’ although he 
conceded turnout at past Upland 
town halls has been poor. 


“I don’t feel so bad about Upland’s 
experience when I hear about 
(turnout in) other cities,” he said, 
adding the January town hall might 
be Upland’s ‘‘breakthrough.’’

Sports group drops recall move

Upland residents brought together 
in a drive to restore city funding for 
lighting playing fields hope to form 
an ongoing “‘lobby for youth,” but 
dropped consideration last week of a 
recall move against the city council. 

Bob Spalding — one of the 
organizers .of Citizens for Youth 
Activities (CF YA) — said after a 
group meeting Wednesday night the 
organization plans to draft a charter 
and become a force for improving 
all youth activities in Upland. 

CFYA failed to win a commitment 
from: the Upland City Council 
Monday night to restore city funding 
of electrical bills at city playing 
fields. 

The council had come to the same 
decision Oct. 2. Its action — a cost- 
cutting move under Proposition 13 
— would save the city some $10,000, 
based on the electrical bills, 
including fields at seven city-owned 
locations, for the past fiscal year. 

Spalding and another CFYA 
member, Bill Bussey, said ‘the

Having the final say, the Upland 
City Council last week ended more 
than two years of sometimes sharp 
debate with the planning commis- 
sion over the future use of 12.5 acres 
at the northeast corner of Benson 
Avenue and 15th Street. 

‘With Planning Director Bill 
Young’s guidance on some intricate 
procedures, the council cited 
“overriding considerations’ in 
finally clearing the way for a zone 
change that could eventually allow 
45 single-family homes requested by 
The Mayer Group of Downey. 

Residents of property just east of 
the project have consistently sup- 
ported residential use of the 12.5 
acres, which was once planned as a 
park site. 

However, the planning commis- 
sion unanimously voted against the 
zone change Sept. 28 and Nov. 21, 
saying residential use of the site is 
incompatible with its surroundings. 

Members of the Upland Architec- 


tural Commission expressed similar’ 


views in October. 

And Superior Court Judge Richard 
Garner, speaking as a board 
member for the Upland Racquet 
Club, told the council Oct. 16 the 
zone change ‘‘would only be inviting 
trouble’ as a possible conflict with 
operation of the adjacent lighted 
tennis courts. 


Heavy traffic, including trucks, — 
along Benson Avenue, a rock quarry ' 


on the west side of Benson, a water 
pumping station just south of 16th 
Street and the lighted tennis courts 
east of the site were among the plan- 
ning commission’s concerns. 

The council first approved the 
zone change Oct. 16, subject to

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organization has not given up on 
working out some sort of 
arrangement with the city in which 
Upland would pay the electrical bills 
for youth sports groups. 

They said CFYA members hope to 
meet with Mayor George Gibson to 
discuss a possible tradeoff: league 
maintenance of Hawkins and 
Upland Memorial Park fields in 
exchange for city funding of 
electricity. 

The Upland PONY League uses 
Hawkins Field and the Upland Colt 
League uses Memorial Park’s 
diamond for their baseball games. 
Several other baseball ieagues also 
use Memorial Park. 

Spalding noted the estimated 
annual cost of electricity — $3,000 
for the PONY League and $2,500 for 
the Colt League — is well below the 
$10,000 total league officials had 
assumed. 

Separate metering of Memorial 
Park’s baseball and softball fields 
will be available for next season. 
Plans call for the leagues to pay for 
electricity through a rate on hourly 


use plus a share of demand charges, 
which are levied even when the 
lights are not used. 

Spalding noted the estimated 
$5,500 total bill for the two leagues 
makes fund-raisers, such as raffles, 
more feasible as an alternative to 
city funding. 

He said the possibility of a recall 
against the five members of the 
Upland City Council was not 
mentioned Wednesday night. 

A recail move had been mentioned 
in a flier distributed earlier by 
CFYA and in recent ads that 
appeared in The Daily Report as a 
possibility if city funding was not 
secured. 

Spalding called a recall move a 
“nasty thing’ and said discussion of 
recalling the council members came 
up in the ‘‘heat of the moment and 
things have cooled down.” 

He added that CFYA members 
are ‘‘not politicians, but workers,” 
although youth sports leaders could 
work in the next council election to 
support candidates whose views are 
favorable to sports groups.

further environmental review by the 
planning commission. 

In November, The Mayer Group 
presented mitigating steps it will 
take to reduce the impacts cited by 
the commission. 

However, the commission again 
said the property is basically un- 
suited for residential use. 

The commissioners also said one 
of key measures — eight-foot-high 
walls along the west and east 
property lines — promised by the 
developer would create adverse 
aesthetic and social conditions. 

At its meeting Dec. 4, the council 
recognized the adverse conditions 
created by the walls, but cited 
“overriding considerations’’ — the 
need to guard against noise and 
visual nuisances surrounding the 
project. 

The focused environmental im- 
pact report, which outlines the 
mitigating measures, was adopted 
last week by the council, finally 
clearing the way for the zone 
change. 

Procedures required under state 
law for environmental review 
helped keep the issue of the proper- 
ty’s future use bouncing back and 
forth between the planning commis- 
sion and the city council from Sept. 
28 until last week. 

Councilman Bill Bottin said last 
week he saw ‘‘no real justification’’ 
for commissioners’ comments bran- 
ding the land unsuitable for residen- 
tial development. 

He noted other locations in the 
city have truck traffic and its noise 
and said the water pumping station 
south of 16th Street required ‘‘sim- 
ple attenuation.” 


Planning commissioners have 
Suggested the 12.5 acres be 
designated for light industry, 
perhaps with zoning for research 
and development. 

The commission recommended 
light industrial use in a proposed 
generai plan amendment in 1976. 

The council rejected that 
recommendation, which was op- 
posed by nearby residents, and 
designated the property for single- 
family homes in the general plan 
last year. 

Bottin said last week that if the 
council allowed industrial use of the 
property, ‘‘then anywhere in the 
city”’ could be an industrial site. 

Council members expressed some 
irritation at rehashing an issue they 
considered settled by the general 
plan change, and the commissioners 
in turn said that to vote against their 
convictions would make the com- 
mission a ‘‘rubber stamp.” 

In addition to the eight-foot-high 
walls, other steps agreed to by The 
Mayer Group are: 

— Planting fast-growing 
shrubbery and trees along the tennis 
court boundary to shield the court 
lights from the project. 

— Providing acoustical sound 
attenuation for all the homes in the 
development. 

— Excluding two-story homes on 
lots adjacent to Benson Avenue. 

With Mayor George Gibson and 
Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
abstaining, the council voted 3-0 to 
allow the zone change. 

Gibson and McCarthy abstained 
as the city representatives on the 
board of directors for the West End 
Consolidated Land Co., which 


Bussey noted maintenance costs 
at Hawkins Field total $7,159 this 
year and $11,192 at Memorial Park’s 
two fields. 

He told the council Monday night 
the leagues could supply their own 
equipment for maintenance and said 
Wednesday the city currently only 
mows the grass and waters the 
grounds. 

Water accounts for a major share 
of the maintenance costs and CFYA 
proposes that the city continue to 
pay the water bills while the leagues 
assume other maintenance 
responsibilities. 

Bussey said youths playing in the 
leagues and volunteer workers 
carry insurance. Possible city 
liability for injuries to league 
personnel has been one of the 
stumbling blocks cited in 
transferring maintenance duties to 
the organizations. 

Spalding said CFYA plans to 
approach all Upland youth 
organizations — not just sports 
groups — and hopes each would be 
represented through CFYA.

Upland awards contract 


for sewer-improvement

A contract for more than $276,000 
awarded by the city council this 
week will conclude a two-year 
sewer-improvement program in 
Upland. 

The Ivan Bachan Construction Co. 
of Los Angeles submitted the lowest 
of 18 bids and was awarded the con- 
tract for $276,686, well under the 
city’s estimate of $315,000 for the 
work. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said this third phase of Upland’s 
sewer-improvement program is its 
largest project. He estimated the 
three phases have totaled nearly 
$750,000 over two years. 

The major interceptor line will ex- 
tend from 16th Street to 19th Street 
on Campus Avenue. It will connect 
with an existing line on 19th Street 
and serve all of Upland north of the 
street, relieving existing strain on 
capacity of smaller lines. 

Blanchard said the first two 
phases of the sewer-improvement 
program were smaller projects 
aimed at eliminating ‘weak spots”’ 
where lines were at critical capaci- 
ty. 

He explained that most of the 
city’s problems of strained capacity 
were solved through adding lines 
running parallel to existing sewer 
lines. 

In many locations in the city, 
sewage can flow two ways, 
something like a driver choosing 
between either of two streets, 
Blanchard said. 

He added that in some cases split- 
ting the load can double the capacity 
to carry sewage. 

Blanchard said the current pro- 
ject is expected to take care of ‘“‘all 
the known critical points’ in 
Upland’s sewage system, including 
anticipated growth for the city. 

He said future weaknesses in 
Upland’s carrying capacity will be 
detected through use of the city’s 
mini-computer, which is being 
enhanced through new parts 
providing more sophisticated 
analysis and a more readable prin- 
tout.

Blanchard noted Upland has about 
10 miles of sewer lines and that 
staff employees cannot detect all 
the weak spots in the system 
without weeks of concentrated ef- 
fort. 

Upland’s improved mini- 
computer will allow better analysis 
with reduced staff time, he added. 

Funding for sewer projects is 
provided through bonds issued in 
1957, sewer rental charges — which 
are used in part to pay off the bonds 
— payment for Upland and On- 
tario’s sale of regional treatment 
plant No. 1 to the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District and sub- 
sequent sale of trunk lines leading 
out of the city and a $300 growth 
management fee effective this May 
on each new home coming into 
Upland. 

Blanchard indicated any major 
future extension of sewer lines 
would be to San Antonio Heights 
should residents of that unincor- 
porated area desire annexation to 
the city. 

Most of the homes in that area are 
currently served by septic tanks. 


Blanchard said funding for sewer- 
line extension to San Antonio 
Heights could be provided by an 
assessment district or a special fund 
with money from sewer rental 
charges. 


The funding mechanism would de- 
pend on the financing available and 
the size of the area annexing to the 
city, he added. 


Blanchard said the city is seeing 
progress in cleaning up the effluent 
from major industries, such as 
citrus packing houses and San An- 
tonio Community Hospital, in the ci- 
ty. 


He said the city is generally 
meeting standards set through the 
federal Clean Water Act, adding 
that regional plant No. 1 is also 


meeting most wastewater stan- 
dards. 


The city banned new installation 
of salt-discharging water softeners 
last year and monitored effluent at 
key locations in the city to see if 
major industries were violating 
standards for particular substances. 


Many existing water softeners, 
however, were installed without ob- 
taining plumbing permits and con- 
tinue in violation of last year’s or- 
dinance. 


Blanchard said one substance 
Upland and many other cities 
violate standards for is boron, which 
is used in detergents and flows from 
residential areas. 


He noted officials from local 
cities are meeting with a represen- 
tative of the state Santa Ana 
Regional Water Control Board for a 
regional approach to monitoring 
effluent.

Of the 71 measures proposed in 
the plan, seven would require help 
from local governments to make 
them work.

Safety and equipment 
maintenance violations were found 
among 15 buses inspected at Om- 
nitrans terminals in San Bernardino 
and Ontario last month, the CHP 
said. 

The problems with six buses were 
serious enough to order them out of 
service. 

Among the most serious problems 
detected were faulty brakes and 
smooth or defective tires, said 
Luther Harp, supervisor of the 
motor carrier safety unit in the 
CHP’s regional headquarters in San 
Bernardino.

In a telephone interview, Harp 
said Omnitrans’ inspection and 
maintenance program has been in- 
adequate. “It’s not working for 
them. Otherwise, we wouldn't find 
these defects,’’ Harp said. 

But Harp added: ‘‘Possibly we 
might have gotten through to them. 
I feel they’re going to progress.”’ 

Harp said the CHP normally 
attempts to inspect a random 
sampling of buses in public and 
private fleets about once a year 
But he said his unit has 
inspected Omnitrans buses 
every few months for the past two 
years or so because of recurring 
problems.

of transportation besides the 
automobile. 

In endorsing the plan, the 
SANBAG board urged more careful 
consideration of two of those 
measures. 

The more controversial one would 
require an increase of up to one- 
third in the number of parking 
spaces reserved for car pools at 
shopping centers and large 
businesses and industries. 

It would also require a 
corresponding decrease in the 
number of spaces for cars with a 
single occupant. 

The measure is intended to 
encourage greater use of car pools. 
But several SANBAG board 


Paul Marsh, Omnitrans’ general 
manager, conceded that ‘‘we’ve had 
some problems ... but thirios are 
ready to turn around.’’ 

‘We want a first-class operation 
and this is what we're going to do,”’ 
Marsh said. 

Marsh said Omnitrans drivers 
have standing instructions to inspect 
their buses before they begin their 
daily runs and to report problems as 
they arise. (The normal daily run 
for a single bus averages 13 hours.) 

The CHP report said this is not be- 
ing done. ‘‘The drivers are not 
properly inspecting and reporting 
defects observed,’’ the latest inspec- 
tion report says. 

Marsh said part of Omnitrans’ 
maintenance problems should be 
alleviated with the recent move into 
a new terminal in San Bernardino. 
He said this would give the 


members objected to it vigorously 
last week. They said it would merely 
result in shortages of parking space. 

The board agreed with a staff 
recommendation that the measure 
should be withheld from the final 
plan for further study. The 
recommendation said the measure 
would result in enforcement 
problems for local governments. 

The other measure would propose 
1,000 additional buses and expanded 
service in Southern California, 
largely in Los Angeles and Orange 
counties. 

But the board agreed with a staff 
recommendation that officials in 
San Bernardino County may choose 
to expand dial-a-ride systems rather 
than purchase additional buses 

The board said the plan should not

mechanics additional space they 
didn’t have in the old terminal. 

The mechanics are also obtaining 
better repair equipment, he said. 

One of Omnitrans’ problems has 
been a continuing shortage of top 
diesel mechanics for the &2-bus 
fleet, ‘‘but it’s getting better,” 
Marsh said. 

“It’s very difficult to keep a 
qualified diesel mechanic,’’ Marsh 
added, because many of them 
accept higher-paying jobs with 
private firms after training and 
relatively brief service with Om- 
nitrans. 

“That creates problems and it 
doesn’t help us,’’ he said. 

Marsh said Omnitrans is moving 
its West Valley maintenance yard 
from Ontario to Upland. The move 
to Upland’s former city yards will 
give Omnitrans additional room un-

“The inspectors are doing their job. 
But they pinpoint everything. Many 
of them (alleged defects) don’t keep 
the buses from operating safely and 
efficiently.” 

Harp said the CHP inspectors 
must note all violations. 

Of the buses ordered off the road 
for repairs, Marsh said their drivers 
had already spotted possible defects 
in them and had placed them in the 
repair line, although the buses 
technically may still have been in 
service. 

Harp said his inspectors checked 
only those buses that were con- 
sidered in service. He said the buses 
are not ordered off the road except 
when serious defects are found.

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DMV projects 57% hike 


in traffic in 27 years

Whoever said things can only get 
better probably never got caught in 
a California traffic jam. 

San Bernardino County is 
expected to experience a whopping 
491,251 {57 percent) increase in the 
number of registered vehicles on the 
road in the next 27 years, according 
to new state Department of Motor 
Vehicles (DMV) projections. 
The=statewide picture is even 
gleomier, with DMV officials 






predicting an additional 7.8 million 
drivers using another 11.3 million 
vehicles in the year 2005 

Officials said the projections are 
part of a report contrasting 
expected growth with current 
vehicle and license tallies. The 
overall figures, a DMV 
spokeswoman said, include 
passenger vehicles, commercial 
vehicles, motorcycles and trailers. 

The report assumes the 
automobile will continue to be the 
state’s basic form of transportation. 


Predictions are based on expected 
disposable income, the gross 
national product, population and age 
groups. 

The spokeswoman said there are 
currently 655,909 registered vehicles 
in the county and that number is 
expected to swell to about 1.2 
million. Statewide, she said, there 
are about 18 million vehicles on the 
road and 29.3 million are exnected 
by 2006. 

The DMV expects the current 14.9 
million drivers — men comprise 7.9 


million and women, 7 million — to 
increase 46 percent, about 6.8 
million, to 21.7 million. 

The spokeswoman said license 
holders in the county will probably 
increase from 512,530 to 748,615. 
Currently, she said, 269,780 of the 
county’s drivers are men and 242,750 
are women.

“Children, all plants in this 

‘garden are dangerous,” a kindly 
looking man on the giant television 
‘screen said in a soft voicé. 
' A roomful of Kaiser-Permanente 
medical officials leaned forward in 
their seats to better view 
Dr. Guy L. Hartman in the premiere 
screening of his first production. 

The 26-minute videotape, which 

producers say will probably air on 
public television before the end of 
the year, centers on the doctor’s 
renowned ‘‘Sinister Garden,’’ 
located outside the pediatrics ward 
at Kaiser-Permanente Medical 
Center in Fontana. 
' The $12,000 production was 
financed by Kaiser-Permanente but 
was actually made by AMVID 
Communication Services, Inc. and 
took about 12 months to finish. 

Dr. Hartman said the garden 
started six or seven years ago as a 
Boy Scout project. ‘I got into it 
when I was a scoutmaster,”’ he said. 

The troop put together an 
impressive exhibit of poisonous 
plants; “afterwards, it seemed a 
shame to throw it out,”’ the doctor 
said. 

He approached the Fontana 
hospital administration and, after 
gaining approval, went about 
coordinating installation of the 
educational garden, 70 specimens of 
the over 700 poisonous plants in the 
nation, with landscapers. 

News of the garden hit the media, 

including national magazines, 
newspapers and television and soon 
Dr. Hartman was getting mail about 
the garden from Europe and South 
America. 
* Once, he was even a “mystery” 
guest on television’s ‘‘To Tell the 
Truth.”

Do 
not lose your self-control. 
Evaluate the situation and 
do whatever appears to be 
the best course of action. If 
possible, try to get away as 
fast as you can, and fight 
back if necessary and 
advisable 

Many experts agree that 
your best chance of getting 


away is in the first 60 
seconds. If, however, the 
victim is immediately 


threatened by a gun at the 
head or a knife at the 
throat, attempting to 
escape or fight back 
initially may not be possible 
or advisable 

In such case it may be 
necessary to go along or 
even cooperate until a safer 
opportunity for escape 
presents itself — but escape 
may not be possible till 


after the act. Remember 
staying alive is the top 
priority 

Effective crime 
prevention requires 


education about the facts as 
opposed to myths about 
rape. It also means that 
women must cast aside 
their fears and be willing to 
seek prosecution. Women 
can lobby for stronger laws 
and can help to change the 
laws by reporting the crime 
in order that the law 
enforcement agencies and 
legislators realize needs for 


changes in law and 
procedures.

combined with informed 
personal prevention efforts 
by women, will do much to 
prevent and control this 
crime.

Women students at Claremont Men’s College — intent 
on careers in business or management — defy the old no- 
tion that a knowledge of numbers is unfeminine. 

They line up for classes in calculus, data analysis for 
the social sciences, probability, matrix algebra... 

There’s a good reason for this, said Dr. Janet Myhre, 
professor of mathematics at CMC: ‘“Women who study 
mathematics -- alone or in combination with a related 
subject — may enhance their ‘employability,’ broaden 
their career opportunities and possibly increase their 
earning power in the years to come. 

“Opportunities for women in math are enormous,” 
noted the mathematician, teacher and private consul- 
tant. ‘‘This is especially true if mathematical knowledge 
is combined with skill in another field such as business 
administration, science or one of the social sciences. 

“T recently had lunch with an IBM executive, for ex- 
ample, who said: ‘We keep looking for women with some 
background in math or statistics — but we don’t find 
them!’ He added that one woman who was hired four or 
five years ago is now a vice president of the company.” 

Affirmative action, the women’s movement and new 
ideas about what is ‘‘feminine”’ or ‘‘masculine’’ have all 
helped to change the status of women in mathematics 
since Mhyre took up her studies at Pacific Luthecan 
University in 1950. “In those days,” she explained, 
‘there was no question that a woman who took up a 
profession in math would be paid less than her male 
counterpart. Employers always used the excuse that she 
was not serious about her work — that she would just 
drop out when she got married or pregnant.” 

A graduate of Pacific Lutheran and the University of 


Washington, Myhre worked for two years as a research’ 


engineer at the Boeing Scientific Research Laboratory 
and then went on to earn a doctoral degree at the Univer- 
sity of Stockholm. 

During her subsequent years of teaching — at the 
University of Washington, Harvey Mudd College and 
CMC, among others — Myhre found ‘absolutely no 
difference’ between the mathematical abilities of men 
and women. It is cultural conditioning alone, she asserts, 
that has directed men into math and, apparently, 
frightened many women away from it.

Factors that may have contributed to the 
predominance of men in mathematics include the aged -- 
old prejudice that the subject is inappropriate for women

written mainly from a male point of view; and of cours >, 
overt or covert job discrimination in the universities s,

Finally, said Myhre, women may simply avofid 
mathematics because it has traditionally been linked#to 
work in the physical or natural sciences. Today, thou h, 
math is used just as often in the social sciences suchy; 1s 
economics, psychology, sociology and political science. 


Knowing math, Myhre pointed out, gives one flexibilil y 
in the choice of a career. 


“The key is to start early — and that means even 
kindergarten,” she says. ‘‘We must show girls that the y 
can do things like math and economics; we must shor w 
them that, in general, there are no truly ‘masculine’ 4)1r 
‘feminine’ professions.’ { 

But jobs are not the only or possibly not even the 
greatest, reason that women should study math. Fair 
mathematics, Myhre feels, has an abstract beauty anid 
grace that makes it valuable in and of itself. 


“What one learns in math,” she concluded, “is nat | 


simply formulas and figures. It is the ability to reason 
abstractly, to look at a complex situation and reason ft 
through.”

popular plants — the poinsettia 


It’s that time of the year when one 
of the world’s most popular plants 
will be purchased by the millions — 
the plant being, of course, the 
poinsettia, or Euphorbia 
pulcherrima. 

A variety known as ‘‘Jingle Belis’’ 
has an exceptionally beautiful red 
and pink coloration and makes a 
good contrast with the solid red or 
pink varieties. 


Euphorbia (commonly called 
spurge) is a very old and large 
family of herbs, shrubs and trees of 
greatly varied structure. They are 
of great economic importance as a 
source of food, drugs, rubber and 
other products. It was said by Pliny 
that the name Euphorbia was given 
in honor of Euphorbus, a physician 
to King Juba of Mauretainia in 25 
B.C. The good doctor proba bly cured 
him of some kingly ailment (using 
spurge) and was thus honored. 


Pulcherrima was bestowed on a 
new species (now called poinsettia) 
by King Karl Ludwig Willdenow in 
Europe about 170 years ago. The 
king developed the species and in 
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searching for an appropriate name, 
turned to the Latin “pulcherrima,’’ 
which means ‘‘very beautiful.’’ 


The familiar name “‘poinsettia’’ 
was given to the plant in honor of 
Joel Roberts Poinsett, an American 
diplomat and politician who 
introduced the Euphorbia into the 
United States from Mexico in the 
mid-1800s. 


The poinsettia owes its popularity 
not to its true flowers, which are 
tiny chartreuse nubs at the tips of 
mature stems, but to brightly 
colored petal-like upper leaves, 
called bracts, which can be bright 
red, pink or, as in the case of ‘Jingle 
Bells’ red and pink. 


In warm climates the poinsettia 
can be planted outdoors where it can 
grow as high as 10 feet or more. It 
must be cut back quite hard and 
then planted out in the spring. As it 
grows, proper pruning will prevent 
legginess, and in slightly frosty 
areas it should be planted against 
sunny walls or in sheltered corners. 
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If you wish to keep your plant as a 
houseplant, put it in a sunny window 
during the holidays and avoid 
sudden temperature changes. ‘Keep 
the soil moist and don’t let water 
drain through and stand if’ the 
saucer. When the leaves ‘fall® in 
winter or early spring, cut the’stems 
back to two or three buds and reduce 
watering to a minimum. If it is to 
“color up’ the following winter, it 
must be stored in darkness for at 
least 14 hours a night, starting in 
October. (Don’t, however, storeit in 
darkness for 24 hours a day as this 
would be extremely harmful — 14 
should do it nicely). It will be ready 
for display during the holiday 
season 


When adapted outdoors, it’ needs 
no special care but likes a slightly 
acid soil. If you want many medium 
sized bracts, encourage branching 
by pinching off the tips of the stems 
every two months until mid-August 
If fewer but larger bracts are 
desired, limit the number of canes 
allowed to grow from each plant by 
clipping out all but a few.

What do crepes, blintzes, egg rolls 
and canelloni all have in common? 
They are all very thin, delicate 
pancakes made with a batter of 
flour and eggs. Once you learn to 
prepare the pancakes, a change in 
filling will transform the specialty 
of one nation into that of another 

For an all-purpose crepe batter, 
combine 3 eggs, a cup milk, ¥ cup 
water and 3 tablespoons melted 
butter in a mixing bowl. Beat until 
combined. Add %4 cup all-purpose 
flour and ‘2 teaspoon salt. Beat until 
smooth. Or, if you like, combine all 
the ingredients in a blender 
container and blend until smooth, 
about a minute or two. Refrigerate 
batter for one hour 

To bake crepes in the traditional 
manner, heat a well-seasoned crepe 
or omelet pan over medium-high 
heat. Brush it lightly with melted 
butter and pour in only enough 
batter to thinly coat the bottom of 
the pan. Tipping and tilting the pan 
as you pour in the batter will help to 
produce an evenly thin pancake 

You may need as little as 2 
tablespoons or up to almost “% cup of 
batter for each crepe, depending on 
the size of your pan. Any excess 
batter can be poured off. Holes can 
be ‘“‘patched’’ with a drop or two of 
batter. In less than a minute, when 
the bottom is lightly browned and 
the top dry, the crepe can be 
removed from the pan or turned to 
brown the other side 

To transform French crepes into 
Jewish blintzes, fill them with 
cottage cheese, thickened with an 
egg or two, sweetened with sugar 
and flavored with either grated 
lemon peel, raisins or cinnamon 

Place the filled and rolled blintzes 
seam-side down on a buttered 
baking pan. Brush with butter and 
brown in the oven or under the 
broiler. Offer dairy sour cream and 
preserves as blintz toppings
